’“ George Poindexter,, delegate from 
the. Mississippi territory, not having a 
constitutional right to record his suffrage 
on the Journals of the House, on the 
important question under consideration 
and being penetrated with a firm con- 
viction, oft e propriety. of the measure, 
asks the indulgence of the House to ex- 
press his-own, and the sense of his con 
tituents, in support of the honorable and 
dignified attitude which the government 
of his country has assumed in vindica.- 
tion of its rights against the lawless vio- 
lence and unprecedented acts of the go- 
vernment of G. Britain.” 

. The said paper was read.and ordered 
% lie on.the table. 

Mr. Macon & Mr. Findley were ap- 
Qointed a committee te carry the bill en- 
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titled “ An Actdeclaring War between 
Great Britain and her dependencies and 
and the United States and their territo- 
ries,” to the Senate, and to inform them 
that the House of Representatives have 
passed the same in confidence, and re- 
quest their concurrence therein.

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, 
That before any commission as aforesaid 
shall be issued, the owner or owners 
of the ship or vessel for which the same 
shall be requested, and the commander 
thereof for the time being, shall give 
bond to the United States, with at least 
two responsible sureties, not interested in 
such vessel, in the penal sum of 
thousand dollars ; or if such vessel be 
provided with more than one hundred 
and fifty men,then in the penal sum 
of thousand dollars, with condition 
that the owners and officer and crews 
who shall be employed on board of such 
commissioned vessels, shall and will ob- 
serve the treaties and laws of the’ U. 
States, and the instructions which shall 
be given them as aforesaid for the regu- 
lation of their conduct, and will satisfy 
all damages and injuries which shali be 
done or committed contrary to the tenor 
thereof by such vessel during her com. 
mission, and to deliverup the same when 
revoked by the President of the United 
States.

shall not be-less than one eighth, nor ex. 
ceeding one-half of the full value of such 
re.capture, without. any deduction ; and 
such salvage shall be distributed to and 
among the owners, officers and crews of 
the private armed vessel or vessels enti 
tled thereto, according to any. agreement 
which shall be between them, or imease 
of no agreement, then by the decree of 
the court who shal! determine upon such 
salvage. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, 
That before breaking any bulk of any 
vessel which shall be captured as afore- 
said, or other disposal or conversion 
thereof, or Ofany articles which shall be 
found on the same, such capture shall be 
brought into some port within the U. 
States, and shall be libelled and proceed- 
ed against before the district.court of the 
same district ; and if, after a due course 
of proceeding, such capture shall be de- 
creed to be: forfeited in the distriet court 
or in the circuit court of. the said district 
in the case of appeal duly allowed, the 
same shall be delivercd to the owners 
and captors concerned therein, or shall 
be publicly sold by the marshall of the 
same court, as shall be finally decreed 
and ordered by the- court, And the

‘The docaments 
accompanying the president’s message 
to congress of the 11th mst. contain ail 
and some additional evidence to wuat 
had been obtained by the committee, in 
relation to the first inquiry, ‘Those do. 
cuments afiord evidence as conclusive as 
the nature of the case can well be suppo 
sed to admit of, that the supply of Indian 
goods furnished at Fort Malden, and 
distributed curing the last year by the 
British agents in Upper Canada, to the 
Indian tribes, were more abundant than 
usual ; & itis difficult to account for this 
extraordinary liberality, on any other 
ground than that of an imtention to at- 
tach the Indians to the British cause 
in the event of a war with the United 


States. 


That the Indian tribes should put to 
hazard the large annuities which they 
have been so long in the habit of receiv 
ing from the United States ; that they 
should relinquish supplies so necessary 
to their comfort, if not to their existence, 


by a hostile conduct, in the absence of 


i other evidence, is not the least con- 
vineing proof that some agency has been 
employed to stimelate the savages to 
hostilities ; and having pursued a course 
of conduct which must lead to a forte. 
ture of those advantages, renders it at 
least probable that they have assurance 
of receiving an equivalent elsewhere. 

Additional presents, consisting of arms 
and ammuzsition, given at atime when 
there is evidence that the British were 
apprized of the hostile disposition of the 
Indians, accompanied with the speeches 
addressed to them, exciting disaffection, 
are of too decisive a character to leave 
doubt on the subject.

1 The tenor of your commission un- 
der the act of congress, entitled “ an 
act concerning letters of marque, prizes, 
and prize goods,a copy of which is 
hereto annexed, will be kept constantly 
inyour view. The high s-as referred 
to in our commission, you will under- 
stand, generally, to extend to low water 
mark: but with the exception of the 
space within one league, or three miles, 
from the shore of countries at peace both 
with Great Britain and with the United 
States. You may nevcitheless execute 
your commission within that distance of 
the shore of a nation at war with Great 
Britain, and even on the waters within 
the jurisdiction of such nation, if permit- 
ted so’ to do. 

2. You are to pay the stricfést regard 
to the rights of neutral powers, and the 
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wages of civilized nations ; and in all 
your proceeding towards neutral. ves- 
sels, you are to give them as little moles- 
tation or interruption as will consist with 
the right of ascertaining their neutral 
character, and of detaining and bring- 
ing them in for regular adjudication, in 
the proper case.

They were conducted on board the Che« 
sapeake by licut. Simpson, the British 
Otheer, and received at the gangway b 
lieut. Wiikinson, of the Chesapeake, wit 
the fullowing pertinent address ; 

Sirn—l am commanded by commo-. 
dore Bainbridge to receive these three 
American seamen, on the very deck 
from which they were wantonly taken 
in tine of peace, by a vessel of your na- 
tion of superior force,” 

Midshipman Saanders conducted the 
men to commodore Bainbridge, upon 
the quarter deck. ‘The commodore re- 
ceived them with these appropriate and 
traly American observations : 

“* My Laps—Iam glad to see you. 
From this ship you were taken by British 
outrage ; for your return to it, you owe 
gratitude to the government of your 
country. Your country now offers to 
you an opportinity to revenge your 
wrongs ; and I cannot doubt but that 
you will be desirous of doing so on board 
of this very ship I trust the flag that 
flies on board of her, shall gloriously de- 
fend you in future.” 

Three cheers were given by a nume- 
rous company of citizens and seamen, 
assembled to witness the interesting 
transaction.
